Old Town Hall Center 


Uses Probed By Selectmen 


The Old Town Hall may be too 
tight a fit for community groups, 
particularly for a popular teen cen- 
ter proposal, town officials are say- 
ing. 

At a work session Monday night, 
the Board of Selectmen mulled va- 
rious ways to make room for the 
many civic organizations in town 
looking for meeting and activity 
space.

have expressed doubts that Old 
Town Hall is big enough for teen ac- 
tivities. 

“T think if needed for a start, they 
could use it,” said Silverman, “but 
for the long run I don’t believe (Old 
Town Hall) is the right place” for a 
teen center. 

Silverman, who is principal of 
Georgetown High School, said teens 
would be better off in a site with 
room for ‘active recreation’’ like 
basketball. 

One potential teen center location, 
said Silverman, is the current senior 
center in back of the new Town Hall 
and Doherty Middle School. Teen- 
agers could use the facility, which is

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Boston Firm’s Bid wits 
School Study Contract 


By Julie M. Barry 


Plans for the physical assessment 
of existing school buildings in And- 
over are moving along as scheduled. 
DiNisco Kretch Associates, an ar- 
chitectural firm in Boston, was 
awarded a contract for $44,700. This 
action was approved by the School 
Committee at its Tuesday night 
meeting. 

DeNisco Kretch prepared similar 
studies in surrounding areas and 
Francis Paul, assistant superinten- 
dent of operations, says those school 
systems were satisfied. “They re- 
ceived far more than bargained for 
and gave unqualified recommenda- 
tions,” he said. 

DeNisco Kretch was one of three 
firms considered for the job. The Ar- 
chitect’s Collaborative and David 
Hancock Associates, both based in 
Cambridge, came in with signifi- 
cantly higher bids—$81,750 and $72,- 
000 respectively. 

“There was a large variation in 
price...but the scope of work wasn’t 
much different,” Paul said. And all 
three firms estimated about 10 
weeks to complete the project. 

The major difference, according 
to Paul, was that David Hancock As- 
sociates included the cost for a wa- 
ter and air quality test in their 
estimate, whereas the other two did 


not. 
But Paul pointed out that a sepe- 
rate water and air quality test would

be significantly less than the $27,000 
difference in bids between Hancock 
and DiNisco Kretch. And those tests 
will be conducted by the town. 

DiNesco Kretch will study all 
eight public schools in Andover. 
They will examine the school 
grounds, playing fields and the 
buildings themselves, such as the 
roofing, the heating, electrical and 
plumbing systems, floors, walls and 
ceilings. 

The architectural study is nec- 
essary to complete phase one of the 
physical plant assessment, and it 
will be used to make long-range 
building plans, said Superintendent 
of Schools Dr. Kenneth Seifert. 

Later phases will evaluate the fa- 
cilities based on educational needs, 
projected enrollment and cost effi- 
ciency. 

The School Committee will use in- 
formation from the study to make a 
recommendation at next year’s town 
meeting. Possible outcomes may in- 
clude the establishment of a Build- 
ing Needs Committee or plans for 
redistricting. 

The space problem at Shawsheen

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Paper Pickup Increasing

Quite often I’m asked how many fami- 
lies recycle in Andover. We don’t really 
know. We’ve always had at least a third 
and sometimes our contractors tell us it is 
half the houses. We do know that volume 
of paper is increasing slowly each year, 
but is that more families or the same ones 
reading more? 

How about a survey? Each of you who 
walk, jog or bike can take your own. I’ve 
started. I walked a short street the other 
day with 21 houses. Seven had their paper 
out for recycling. Next trash day I shall 
take another street and see if they do bet- 
ter. You can try wherever you go and 
then you’ll have an answer (isn’t that the 
way they do polls; just a sampling?) If 
anyone finds a street where everyone re- 
cycles, please let me know. We'll give 
them the recycling award of the week. Is 
there a street or neighborhood who want 
to work for this? 

I found out a couple of other things on 
my walk. There were two houses who had 
more than the legal six bags of trash out 
front. Obviously they weren’t among the 
recyclers. Do you know that town ordi- 
nance says six bags per week is the limit? 
The town has been most generous with 
those who ignore this law, but as the costs 
go up, I wonder if that generosity will al- 

ways continue. 

And now the bags of leaves are begin- 
ning to appear. You can count them any 
day as they are put out when the raking is 
done, not just on trash day. One house 
had 10, another 12. These are the ones 
that should go to the landfill. I even notice 
that those who hire workers to rake their 
lawns leave the leaves for the town to 
cope with. Landscape people have places 
to dump. They don’t need to leave things 
behind. Why not get a really clean job? 

Some streets that I walk on have houses 
with big backyards, even yards leading

into the woods. Plenty of room for a com- 
post pile. Does that sound like something 
disagreeable? It isn’t. It can be just a pile 
of leaves that gradually squashes down 
into compost or goes back into the soil. It 
is easier to take everything to the back- 
yard than to fill bags. The Common- 
wealth thinks composting is such a good 
idea that the Department of Solid Waste 
Management has written regulations for 
grants of assistance to municipalities in- 
terested in starting leaf and yard waste 
composting. We will discuss this with the 
town manager. Do you ever call your se- 
lectmen and ask them to help in these 
areas? I’mk sure they’d like to hear from 
their supporters.

The Massachusetts Council on the Arts 
and Humanities recently awarded more 
than $53,000 in grants to the Museum of 
American Textile History. 

A merit aid grant for $36,865 will be 
used for ongoing cultural programs and 
services in Massachusetts. The mu- 
seum’s application for the grant was re- 
viewed by a panel of museum 
professionals who visited and met with 
each department head. The panel was 
chaired by Lee Kimche McGrath, direc- 
tor of the U.S. Department of State’s art 
in embassies program. 

An outreach grant for $16,145 will be 
used to continue the museum’s “From 
Fiber to Fabric” program for fifth-grade 
students. This educational program in- 
cludes a teacher training session for area 
teachers who then receive resource kits. 
Each class is visited by a museum inter- 
preter during the class unit on industriali- 
zation, followed by the students’ visit to 
the museum for hands-on activities and a 
tour of the industrial exhibit. The inter- 
preter concludes the program with a 
slideshow on the history of child labor. 

The museum was also awarded a 1988 
conservation project support grant from 
the Institute of Museum Services. 

The $4,626 grant will be used to hire a 
consulting conservator to conduct a sur- 
vey of all collections and assist in the de- 
velopment of a long-range conservation 
plan. The museum will also purchase two 
hygrothermographs to improve monitor- 
ing of storage spaces and the library staff 
will re-house a manuscript collection in 
archival quality materials. 

The museum is one of 219 recipients na- 
tionwide of the 1988 conservation project 
support grants totaling $2.9 million. 
There were 404 applicants for these com- 
petitive grants. 

In announcing this year’s awards, Lois 
Burke Shepard, IMS director, said, ‘“The

Students Learn 


Keyboard Early

Editor’s note: 
This is the second in 
a series of biweekly 
articles about And- 
over’s computer ed- 
ucation plan written 
by the school sys- 
tem’s computer ed- 
ucation director. 


Many educational 
articles and studies 
are raising ques- 
tions about the di- 
rection schools 
should take to pre- 
pare students for 


the 21st century. Opinions range from tra- 
ditional approaches to the more innova- 
tive. Should students be drilled in the 
basics and be given material from classi- 
cal literature or should they be given time 
to explore their interests on their own? 
Experts on both sides can give arguments 
to support their views. There are also 
quite a few middle-of-the-road theories as 
well. How can a school system decide 
which educational path to take? It is not 
an easy decision. 

Regardless of how liberal or conserva- 
tive the curriculum becomes, one fact is 
evident: the computer will play a vital 
role in students’ lives. One study indi- 
cates that by the year 2000 more than 80 
percent of jobs will involve the use of 
computers. 

To help students be properly prepared 
to use a computer the Andover school sys- 
tem has instituted a technology program 
that will allow them to use these tools 
throughout their subjects and grade lev- 
els. Students will have opportunities to 
take specific computer education 
courses, but more importantly, these 
tools will be integrated into most subject 
areas. 

The cornerstone of the computer educa- 
tion program rests with the early intro- 
duction of keyboarding. Beginning at 
Shawsheen School, students will work 
with an educational program that will be- 
gin the process of making them aware of 
the computer and its components. Stu- 
dents will become familiar with the key- 
board and start the process of correctly 
using the computer as a tool. 

Last year at the first-grade level all

teachers began a formal keyboarding 
curriculum by using several software 
programs that taught students how to 
keyboard correctly. Keyboarding in- 
volves the skill of striking the computer 
keys with the appropriate fingers. Most of 
the first-grade teachers met for one day 
this summer to discuss the program. 
Most said they were satisfied with pro- 
gress to date and believed this year would 
bring more consistent results. 

This year they will use a software pro- 
gram called ‘‘The Friendly Computer” 
with their students. This program con- 
tains several subprograms that make 
learning the keyboard fun. Students begin 
to learn where each key is located on the 
keyboard. Teachers in the workshop in- 
cluded Darlene Sohler, Claire Nicolosi, 
Wendy Calhoun, Kathleen eed Kath- 
leen St. Amand, Carlene Darby, Sheila 
Dzieman, Valerie Rurack, Mary Bartow, 
Marcia Young, Winnie Schwartz, Carolyn 
Lazzarino, Nancy Ghirardini, Sandy 
Goldberg and Jane Barry. 

The keyboarding curriculum will be ex- 
panded this year at the second-grade lev- 
el with the use of the progam 
‘“Microtype—The Wonderful World of 
Paws.” This program will be used 
throughout the system to continue the 
process of training students to keyboard 
correctly. This software was chosen be- 
cause it is educationally sound and does 
an excellent job teaching students how to 
use the keyboard effectively. It also al- 
lows students to progress at individual 
rates, if the teacher feel that is appropri- 
ate. 

Cammy Galvagna, Andover High 
School business education teacher, in- 
structed most of the second-grade teach- 
ers for two days this summer. Teachers 
were shown from a business point of view 
how students should be taught how to use 
the keyboard. It is not that the school de- 
partment is trying to make high school 
teachers out of elementary school staff- 
ers but the importance of the skill dic- 
tates that it be taught by a precise and 
accurate method. 

Teachers were able to familiarize 
themselves with the software. The pro- 
gram teaches students how to properly 
strike a key with the appropriate finger. 
Students are first taught the home row in 
lesson one, and each successive lesson in- 
troduces two new keys. They reinforce 
their skills by using the software and a 
textbook. Students are asked to look di- 
rectly at the book as they type without 
looking at their fingers or computer 
screen. There is also a computer game 
that allows students to build up their typ- 
ing speed. Speed is not important at this 
level, but only the process of correct fin- 
gering. Most teachers believe that the 
program is working as students become 
familiar with the software’s vocabulary. 

Teachers trained this summer included 
Patricia Kain, Martha Walsh, Elaine 
Driscoll, Betty Keefe, Doug Buchanan, 
JoAnne Coghlin, Toni Kulesur, Anne 
O'Conner, Barbara Noga, Bonnie Guerin, 
Loretta Podgorski, Joyce Powers and 
Betty Marciano.

Fifty years ago Nazi Germany and 
Austria began the overt terrorization of 
Jewish men, women and children. Kris- 
tallnacht was in many ways the actual 
beginning of the Holocaust. 

Until that time, Nazi policy toward the 
Jews was characterized by discrimina- 
tion and exclusion from economic and 
professional life. These conditions cre- 
ated further pressures to emigrate, 
according to Dr. Len Gravitz, director of 
the Merrimack Valley United Jewish 
Communities. After Kristallnacht, or 
Crystal Night, life for the Jew in Ger- 
many became virtually intolerable, Grav- 
itz said. 

He said MVUJC will commemorate the 
50th anniversary of Kristallnacht with a 
special program, “Songs of Remem- 
brance, Songs of Hope,”’ at Temple Ema-

Town Clerk Predicts High Turnout On Election Day 


The night of Tuesday, Oct. 11, gave the first 
hint. On a brisk fall evening, a long line of people 
snaked around the corridors and out the front 
door of Town Hall, waiting patiently for a chance 
to register for the Nov. 8 election. 

That day, the registration deadline, 770 town 
residents qualified themselves to vote in the up- 
coming presidential contest. Bucking the national 
trend, Town Clerk Elden Salter predicts a high 
turnout of registered voters in Andover. 

“Our voter registration was very heavy. I 
think we’ll do about 82 to 88 percent (registered 
voters actually casting ballots),”’ Salter said. 

Traditionally, the turnout has always been 
heavy for presidential elections, Salter said. But, 
with a favorite son in the race, Massachusetts 


Gov. Michael Dukakis, coupled with Vice Presi- 
dent George Bush’s Phillips Academy ties, spe- 
cial interest has been generated in town for this 
election. 

Other issues to be decided by voters, such as 
the proposed nuclear power plant shutdown and 
repeal of the state wage law, will also spark a 
heavy turnout, Salter predicted. Andover voters 
will also be asked to choose between Democratic 
incumbent Pat McGovern and Republican chal- 
eee William Melahn of Andover for state sen- 
ator. 

Several other local politicians, such as incum- 
bent State Rep. Susan Tucker, will run uncon- 
tested. 

In response to the growing town population, a 


new, additional polling place will be open on elec- 
tion day. 

Voting booths for residents living east of Main 
Street in precincts one, three and eight will now 
be available in the Andover Senior Center, lo- 
cated on the bottom floor of the school adminis- 
tration building, in back of Town Hall. 


Voters residing west of Main Street in pre- 
cincts two, four, five, six and seven, will be cast- 
ing ballots in their usual location in Dunn 
Gymnasium. 

Salter urges everyone who is able to vote early 
to avoid the after-work rush and to car pool if 
possible. Polling places will be open Tuesday 
from 7 a.m. to 8 p.m. 


CNS Founder Vies For Board Seat 


W. John Dziadul says he will be a candidate for the 
Andover Board of Selectmen in the March election. 

Dziadul of Acropolis Circle has been active in the 
local community, most notably as founder and 
spokesman for Citizens for Neighborhood Schools—a 
grassroots citizen organization that successfully 
called for a special town meeting about the proposed 
Andover/Lawrence Collaborative School. CNS mem- 
bers were against the proposed school. 

Dziadul, a member of the Andover League of 
Women Voters who serves on its education commit- 
tee, also coaches in the Andover Girls’ Summer 
Softball League and in the Andover Soccer Associa- 
ion.

Wynwood Gets Nod 
To Continue Work 


The Planning Board lifted a stop work order on 
construction of the Mill Dam Estates subdivision 
Tuesday night. 

By unanimous vote, the board decided to accept a 
plan from Wynwood Associates that detailed steps 
the company said it will take to repair encroach- 
ments to open space and other alleged violations. 

The board had told Wynwood to halt work on Sept. 
28 when town Physical Planner Steve Colyer reported 
that natural ground cover had been stripped in desig- 
nated open space areas and heavy equipment was 
traveling on a restricted use dirt road. 

At last week’s board meeting, the planners were 
asked to allow site work to continue while a mitiga- 
tion plan was developed for the subdivision, located 
off Woburn Street. 

‘We'll do whatever you want us to do, all we ask is 
that you allow work to continue simultaneously (with 
the open space planting), Wynwood officer Todd 
Wascome asked the board last week. 

However, irritated by what the board felt was a 
confrontational attitude from Wynwood officials and 
an admission from owner Douglas Wacome that the 
firm had violated the stop work order, the planners 
wanted to see the mitigation plan first. 

Colyer supported maintaining the stop work order, 
pointing out that past board policy has been to wait 
until a proper mitigation plan has been filed and fol-

Planners Spread 
Master Plan Word

Articles in the newspapers didn’t do 
any good. Public forums were a washout. 
So the planning department hit upon an 
idea. 

If the citizens won’t come to the master 
plan meeting, bring the meeting to the 
people. 

Although planners have gotten mixed 
response from Andover civic groups, offi- 
cials say they will continue to schedule 
meetings in order to spread the gospel of 
the master plan. 

Their message is simply: the master 
plan is an important document affecting 
anyone who likes park lands and open 
space, uses the downtown shopping dis- 
trict or doesn’t want a three-story apart- 
ment building springing up next door. 
And most importantly, the master plan is 
still a document in transition that needs 
public input to help shape the way And- 
over will look five, 10 or 20 years from 
now. 

Town Planner Laura Hill and at least 
one member of the Planning Board will 
huddle over the next two months with 
groups such as the Andover Historical So- 
ciety, the Housing Authority, the Andover 
Neighborhood Association and others. 
But every resident, whether affiliated 
with a group or not, is welcome to attend 
any meeting, Hill stressed. 

“These meetings are public, open to 
anyone,” she said. ‘‘This is basically an 
educational outreach program. We are 
going to people saying, ‘What is your vi- 
sion? Where do you want to see the town 
going?” : 

Past attempts to get input from the cit- 
izenry, such as public forums, have been 
poorly attended, Hill said. However, the 
planning department didn’t give up on the 
project because “It appears that some 
people don’t understand the (master 
plan) process and others don’t feel the 
town has a master plan,” said Hill.

The Andover girls’ and boys’ varsity soccer teams wrapped up 
outstanding 1988 regular seasons last week, both achieving their 
two primary goals by winning Merrimack Valley Conference 
championships and qualifying for the Eastern Mass. Division 1 
Tournament. 

The Lady Warriors, defending state Division 1 co-champs, 
completed the first undefeated regular season in their history by 
whitewashing league rival Wilmington 3-0 and trimming non- 
league foe Weymouth South 4-1. 

The twin wins enabled veteran coach Dick Loschi’s crew to 
finish pre-tournament play with a 16-0-2 record, including 12-0-0 
in the MVC. 

Andover also outscored conference competition 62-0 and holds 
4 73-2 overall edge on the opposition. 

The league title is the second straight for Andover, and the 
Warriors will enter the tourney riding the crest of a two-year 
unbeaten streak spanning 28 games (24-0-4). 

The Andover boys, meanwhile, made it seven MVC Large 
School Division championships in the last eight years when they 

hammered Billerica 4-0 in a showdown finale. 

That triumph, coupled with Chelmsford’s 1-0 decision over 
Central Catholic, left the two winners as co-titlists. 

Both Andover and Chelmsford chaled up 24 points, the War- 
riors on the strength of an 11-2-2 record and the Lions at 10-1-4. 

Coach Dave Amundsen’s crew also used a 0-0 tie with non- 
league Lincoln-Sudbury as a final tourney tuneup, completing a 
13-2-3 regular season. 

Andover’s other fall sports teams did not fare as well. 

The volleyball team’s clinching of an Bastern Mass. Tourna- 
ment berth was delayed twice more by MVC division champions 
Chelmsford and Dracut, the Lions pinning a 2-1 defeat on And- 
over and the Middies sweeping 2-0. 

Those setbacks stretched the late-season losing streak to three 
matches, and left the Warriors at 10-7 overall entering last Tues- 
day night’s regular-season finale against Billerica. 

« Jf AHS defeated the Indians on Tuesday it qualified for post- 
season play, while a loss would have left Andover at 10-8 overall 
for a .596 percentage (just shy of the required .590).

Children’s Vision Problems 


School days are 
back, and, accord- 
ing to specialists at 
the Massachusetts 
EBye and Ear Infir- 
mary in Boston, 
many eye disorders 
that go unnoticed by 
parents and even 
physicians may be- 
come evident as a 
child enters the 
classroom. 

The most com- 
mon childhood eye 
disorder is near- 
sightedness, or 
myopa. Most cases 
of nearsightedness 
can be corrected 
with glasses, but ifa 
problem is very 
mild, an ophthalmo- 
logist may not pre- 
scribe lenses. 

A less common 
but more serious 
eye disorder in chil- 
dren is a misalign- 
ment of one or both 
eyes called stabis- 
mus. The infirmary 
estimates that 5 
percent of the pop- 
ulation has some 
form of eye misa- 
lignment. The most 
common type of the 
disorder is called 
esoropia when an 


eye turns in towards 
the nose. 


The eyes of a 
child with uncor- 
rected strabismus 
do not work prop- 
erly together and 
the child cannot de- 
velop useful depth 
perception unless it 
is corrected. 

Strabismus can 
be treated surgical- 
ly by tightening or 
loosening the mus- 
cles around the eye. 
It can also be han- 
dled with glasses or 
eye drops in cases 
whrer the misalign- 
ment is caused by a 
vision condition. 

Another childhood 
eye disorder is 
called amblyopia, a 
blurring of vision in 
an eye which is not 
used. Anything 
leading to de- 
creased eye use, 
such as strabismus 
or a cataract, can 
cause this blurred 
vision. The most 
prevalent treatment 
for amblyopia _ is 
patching the child’s 
better eye. This 
forces the child to 
strengthen the weak 
eye by using it, Chil- 
dren with amblyo- 
pia must be treated 
while very young, 


or blurred vision 
can become perma- 
nent. 

The American 
Academy of Oph- 
thalmology recom- 
mends that children 
should have eye ex- 
ams by an ophthal- 
mologist within the 
first few months of 
lifer and another at 
about age 3, which 
is when esotropia is 
quite obvious. 

Although nothing 
replaces regular 
eye check-upsm the 
infirmary says the 
following signs indi- 
cate that a child 
may have a vision 
problem. 

e if the child con- 
stantly bumps into 
things such as furni- 
ture and door jams 

e if the child sq- 
uints to see 

eif the child is 
very sensitive to 
light 

e if there is a turn 
in any direction of 
one or both eyes 

Parents who sus- 
pect their child has 
a vision problem at 
school or at home 
should have the 
child examined by 
an ophthamologist.

say, is the haze of misinformation sur- 
rounding the town document. In a com- 
rounity that takes pride in its open land 
and traditional values, master plan mis- 
conceptions help feed the fears of resi- 
dents who shake with anger at the 
thought of a wholesale building boom. 

One big rumor overheard at town 
meetings: the master plan calls for a 100,- 
000 population cap, turning Andover into 
a booming metropolis within 20 years. 

Not true, town planners maintain. Sim- 

ly reading the master plan ( available in 

emorial Hall Library) shows a goal of 
40,000 to 50,000 people at most. 

The planning department likes to call 
the master plan a living document. 
Looking at the difference between the 
1965 master plan and the current edition, 
it’s easy to see why. Their baby has 
grown in the past 23 years from a half- 
inch-thick paperbound booklet to a mas- 
sive volume of material. To ease the lay- 
man through, Hill recently completed a 
30-page master plan summary that neatly 
outlines the document. 

./jecause the town is growing as well, 
the master plan needs to keep pace. “It 
has to be flexible,” said Hill, ‘because 
the town has gotten more complex.”

A controversial local commuter 
bus company may have been dealt a 
death blow by a recent Massachu- 
setts Bay Transit Authority decision 
to pull the firm’s $200,000 annual 
state subsidy. 

+. Although the Merrimac Transpor- 
tation Co. of Everett is still licensed 
for the Merrimack Valley to Boston 
route, the MBTA has put the subsidy 
up for grabs, calling for new appli- 
cants in a newspaper advertisement 
last week. 

After weeks of negotiations with 
Merrimac over service cutback pro- 
posals made public by the bus com- 
pany in September, MBTA official 
Joe Feiner said ‘‘we had reached a 
point where their final service pro- 
posal was not acceptable to us. They 

_.(Merrimac) were hoping to reduce 
service; our interest was to increase 
service’ during the massive Boston 
road and highway project under con- 
struction. 


Feiner would not be specific about 
Merrimac’s final offer. He indicated 
the firm had moved slightly from 
their initial position but the proposal 
wasn’t nearly enough. 

“What we are asking for was in 
the original RFP (Request For Pro- 
posal),”’ said Feiner.

ice on weekdays and service on 
Saturday and Sunday.” 

After their original MBTA 
agreement expired this summer, 
Merrimac stunned riders Sept. 5 by 
announcing the elimination of mid- 
day and Sunday runs. 

However, after a foul-up in print- 
ing a schedule of alternate rail times 
coupled with MBTA objections, Mer- 
rimac decided to delay implement- 
ing the service cutbacks. 


Merrimac co-owner Steve Caplan 
maintains his company is under con- 
tract with the MBTA through June, 
1989. Under terms of the agreement, 
Merrimac must provide all-day cov- 
erage weekdays and is not man- 
dated to run on the weekends, said 
Caplan. 

“Our position is that we have a 
valid contract and that we have not 
done anything to invalidate it,” said 
Caplan. 

Today, the question of bus service 
is clear: Caplan said Merrimac 
‘will not unilaterally reduce serv- 
ice.”’ 

The future after MBTA selects a 
new subsidy recipient, is about as 
confused as a rush hour traffic jam 
in Boston. 

Although Caplan questioned

whether a duplicate license could be 
issued, a spokesperson for the state 
Department of Public Utilities, the 
licensing agency, said issuing two li- 
censes for the same run was legal, 
though unusual. 

“They (the second bus company ) 
would have to go through a hear- 
ing,” said Mary Duffy, DPU public 
affairs supervisor. Generally, the 
DPU doesn’t support competition in 
less-heavily utilized routes, she said. 
Merrimac transports about 600 rid- 
ers daily. 

Because of the MBTA action, a 
qualified applicant would be consid- 
ered in a new light by DPU hearing 
commissioners, Duffy indicated. 

Realistically, ‘Only one company 
can work out of there,” she said. “I 
don’t think it would be possible to 
run the route without the subsidy.” 

Feiner said bids are due Nov. 16 
and then ‘‘we’ll make a decision as 
soon as possible.” 


As of Tuesday, no company had 
yet applied for the subsidy. Private- 
ly, however, at least three bus com- 
panies have expressed interest in 
the Merrimack Valley/Boston route 
in recent months. 

While conceding that a lawsuit is 
probable, Caplan said Merrimac ad-

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ministration and its lawyers haven’t 
settled on a strategy. 

“One thing for sure, we aren’t 
going to let this go without a fight,” 
he said. 

Merrimac, whose owners are also 
the principals of Grayline Bus Inc., 
of Boston, bought the line in 1985 and 
ran it without benefit of state finan- 
cial aid until last year. 

In addition to receiving cash pay- 
ments, Merrimac leases three buses 


from the state Executive Office of 
Transportation Commission at con- 


siderably below cost. 

Merrimac has also clashed with 
the DPU over a bus that was alleg- 
edly sent back into service without 
repairs after being sidelined by a 
DPU inspector. 

On Sept. 20, the bus was involved 
in an injury accident and Merrimac 
was subsequently summoned to a 
hearing last month to explain why 
the vehicle was on the road. 

An attorney for the firm explained 
that repairs had been made and, al- 
though the bus driver said the 
brakes had failed, tests made after 
the accidents showed no defects. 

If found in violation, Merrimac 
could be stripped of their license. 
The DPU is expected to issue a rul: 
ing later this month.
